FIGHTING THE LOIiDS. 



J0I111 Burn's Peculiar Notions — His 
Endeavor to Bring 1 in Queen 
Victoria- 



Gladstone Denies an Alleged Paris In- 
terview—Press Eeferencea to 
tu 3 House of Peers. 

London, Feb. 12. — Mr. John Burns, 
Labor, M.P., said in a Bpeeoh to his Batter- 
ooa constituents last evening : " Tho country 
which sent King Charles to Bleop without a 
head, would stand no veto from Queen 
Guelph or Lo;:d Salisbury. Let the people 
present Bitch a front as will induce the 
Queen and the Prince of Wales to tell Lord 
Salisbury : ' imperii your own exiBteuco if 
you like, but do not damage our right of 
succession.' " 

Mr. Gladstone declares that tho ulleged 
intorviow with him which was published by 
the Paris Pitrie on February 8, was pure 
fiction. In this interviow Mr. Gladstone 
was represented as saying that he would ro- 
tain oliico to leud the attack upon tho Houae 
of Lords. 

At the meeting of the National Liberal 
Federation Dr. Robert Spencer Watson, 
president, Baid in his introductory address 
that he rejoic id in the recent conduct of the 
Peers. They had acted in the manner beat 
calculated to bring to the front tho ques- 
tion, not of mending them, but of ending 
them. The day for forgiving tho iniquities 
of the Peers, even if they should repent, 
had gone. Loud applause greeted this de- 
claration of principles. 

The Daily News eays this morning that 
tho immediate business if the Liberals 
to fight the House of Lords, 
which cannot be reconciled with tho 
theory or practice of representative 
government. After remarking on the 
intolerable condition to which the PcerB 
ha\e reduced public affairs, " the News adds: 
' The Lords are faithful only to tho selfish 
interests of their clasj. Therefore their de- 
cisions command no respect. Since 1S32 
they have been almost purely mischievous." 

The Daily Chronicle, commenting on the 
reoponing of Parliament, remarks : "There 
could scarcely be a moro humiliating posi- 
tion for a popular assembly than is tfio caso 
in Great Britain, with the House of Com- 
mons Iwillled and insulted by a survival of 
medie valism which exists for no reason un- 
ler heaven but to afford a cover for every 
anti-papular, reactionary and despotic sen- 
timent." 

Owing to tho disturbed condition of poli- 
tical affairs, there was an unusually large 
attendanco of delegates. The plun adopted 
by the executive committee, which will bo 
endorsed by the convention, is what is 
known as the "Newcastle Programme," 
Bavo that the clause demanding the payment 
of membors of Parliament is moro strongly 
worded. It is probable that a minority of 
tho convention will make a fight for what is 
known as tho "Democratic Budget," or tho 
abolition <•? the duties on tea, coffee and 
eocou, in order to secure a freo breakfast 
table, tho deficit iu the revenue to bo made 
good by an increase in the death duties and 
a further taxation of land. The proposition, 
however, will undoubtedly be defeated. 
The convention will bo in session for three 
days. 

London, Feb. 13 — A great meeting of 
the London Reform Union to protest agaii-.st 
tho existence of the House of Lords was 
held this evening. Sydney Buxton, mem- 
ber of Parliament for the Tower Hamlets, 
and Parliamentary Secretary to the Colonial 
Oliice, made a speech in which ho said that 
tho Lords hud flouted and insulted the 
people's dolegatos, and that it was high 
time they were culled to account. Similar 
speecho were mude by Sir Wilfred Law- 
Bon, Henry Labouchero und otherB. 

A number of Radical meetingswerehelil in 
the provinces last evening.at which the con- 
bensus was in favor of abolishing tho House 
of Lords. The agitation against tho Lords 
is increasing daily. The columns of the 
Radical newspapers aro filled with accounts 
of the movement, tho ordinary news of the 
lay being curtailed. 



ANARCHIST TH REATEN1NGS. 

Bloodthirsty Leaflets Ileitis Circulated in 
the City of London. 

London, Feb. 13 —Tho Pall Mall Gazette 
publishes to-day a story entitled " Anar- 
chist Leullets Circulating in London." The 
story refers to matters several months old, 
and is not printed us news. The leaflets 
implored tho anarchists to take the blood of 
the " UBsassina " who starvo them. " Tho 
killing of ono of us," they say, " will cost 
a hundred of you of the bourgeoisie, Fear 
animates you ; the most ardent hate surges 
'in our veins. We ehall bo pitiless, and 
ihull heed neither ugenorsex.'' The leaf- 
ets nlso urge that London bo set, on tire in a 
luudred different places simultaneously. 



EMPLOYERS' LIABILITY BILL. 

The Government Said to llavo Gone Beyond 
the Wishes of Its Supporters In 
Trying to Save the BUI. . 

LONDON, Feb. 18 — In the Ilouso of Com- 
mons to-day the Government uccopted the 
amendment offered by Mr. Cobb to tho Em- 
ployers' Liability Bill, suspending for three 
yearB tho operation of the bill in cases 
whero there aro still existing work- 
men's insurance funds. Tho amend- 
ment was carried by a vote of 210 to 
213. Tho announcement of tho figures was 
received with wild Unionist cheers. Tho 
smallnesB of the majority was duo in largo 
measure to tho 'absence of the IriBh mem- 
bers, Tho incident, although it will not 
affect the Government, ia certain to induco 
tho House of Lords to adhere to tho Karl of 
Dudley's contracting-out amendment by re- 
jecting Mr. Cobb's amondment. In tho 
lobby of tho House of Commons tho Em- 
ployers' liability hill is regarded as lost. 

Tho Daily News will say : "The division 
in the House of Commons yesterday on Mr. 
Cobb's amondment shows that the Govern- 
ment went beyond tho wiBhes of ita support- 
ers in trying to find a mothod of cacapo from 
tho Peers, and so Bave tho bill. Seven Rad- 
icals voted against tho Govornmont, dosiring 
to register their disapproval of compromise. 

Tho Conservative newspapers hail the 



division on Mr. Cobb's amendment ub n 
triumph for their side. They say tho Gov 
ornmont supporters are dismayed at the 
smullnass of the mujurity. 



BOMB-THROWER BRETON. 

The l'ollce Believe They Are on the Eve of 
Important Discoveries. 

Paris, Fob. 13.— Breton, tho bomb 
thrower, admitted to the judge this evening 
that ho had given a wrong account of him- 
self. Ho gave a number of names, all of 
which aro believed to bo false. Detective 
Houillier bolioves that Breton had just 
arrived from London. Tho prisoner 
apeuks English and wears an English 
shirt and other linen markod"A.M." His 
body was very clean when examined and 
otherwiae showed that ho had been used to 
decent life. His education is above the 
average. On seeing Detective Houillier, on 
Monday night, Breton oxclaimod : "Hello 
Houillior, it is you, I know you well." De- 
tective Houillior admitted that he is on the 
verge of an important discovery in connec- 
tion with the cases. 

Policeman Poiison, who wus shot by 
Breton, has received tho decorution of the 
Legion of Honor. His comradeB will re- 
ceive gold medals, and tho citizens who as- 
sisted in capturing Breton will receive silver 
medals. 



ENTOMBED MINERS. 



Thirty Acres of Mineral Property iu 
Pennsylvania Uavc in— Many 
Lives Lost- 



Great Excitement and Heart Rending 
Scenes— No Hope of Reaching 
tho Unfortunates. 



WlLKESBARRE, Pa., Feb. 13.— A cavo-in 
of a largo urea of surface over the slope of 
the railway mine at Plymouth occurred to- 
day. Fifteen minors are reported to be on- 
tombed in the pit. 

SCRANTON, Pa., Fob. 13. — From tho office 
of tho Kingston coal company, at Kings- 
ton, information is received that the 
caved in portion of the mine covers an 
area of thirty acres. Thirteen men aro 
positively known to be entombed behind 
obstructions which block the gangway, with 
no chunco of roaching them inside of two or 
threo weekB, Greut excitement prevails 
about the mine openings and in tho town of 
Plymouth business generally is suspended 
in tho anxiety to learn if the entombed men 
are alive. Men who are well acquainted 
with the mine say there is no hope of the 
men being rescued. 

Wn.KE.sr.AUHE, Pa., Feb. 13 — A numbar 
of mine foremen and their aeaiutants, led by 
John B. Davis, superintendent of the Gay- 
lord workings, who had been in tho main 
all afternoon, camo out at 5 o'clock and re- 
ported that all the outlets in the mino are 
closed, also tho rock tunnel and all tho en- 
trances. Tho cavo-in is now reported to 
have taken place in what is known as the 
five-foot, seven-foot and Bennett veins. 
Tho cave-in covers an area of about a mile, 
it having extended since noon to-day, and 
affects the central portion of tho town of 
Plymouth. A few cracks can bo seen on the 
surface. The rescuing party were obliged 
to retreat on account of a fourth caving in 
of tho mine. Tho cracking of immense 
rocks us they camo down, the rolling and 
rumbling of the many falls and the rush 
und roar of tho wind by tho concussion 
forced the men to retreat to the surface. 
Men who uro familiar with mino workings 
aro at the scene of the disaster, and their 
willing hearts and strong arms are ready to 
go into the mine whenever the word is 
given to aid in rescuing the en- 
tombed, if such is possible. The 
mules wero taken from tho shaft this 
afternoon, aB the cave-in was extremely 
close to the foot. Should tho shaft be closed 
at any time, all hopo of rescuing the men 
will have to bo abandoned for uu indefinite 
time. The thirteen timbermen who went 
into the mino und who aro now imprisoned 
there, were warned yesterday that there 
was danger ahoud, but they were of 
tho opinion thut tho danger was not 
sufficient for them to stay out. They said, 
however, to the hoisting engineer as they 
wont down tho shaft that should anything 
occur they would he found in tho big branch 
in the Bennett vein. This, however, is alao 
closed, and there is no way to reach them. 
The scene about the mine late to-night 
is heartrending, and from tho pres- 
ent outlook there will be at least 
eleven widows and many orphanB to suffer 
the loss of their only support. Tho officials 
are hard at work lo deviso some plan or 
means of rescue, but in order to get the men 
they will have to penetrate through hun- 
dreds of feet of coal and rock. It is thought 
by the superintendent and others that tho 
men are in the Bennett vein, 7U0 feet below. 



WINNIPEG'S BONSPIEL. 

Opening of the Greatest (latlierlnrr of Curlers 
Ever Brought Together oh tho 
Continent. 

WINNIPEG, Feb. 13 — (Special) — Winni- 
peg was to-day tho scene of perhaps the 
greateet gathering of curlers ever brought 
together on this continont. It was tho 
opening day of Manitoba's big curling bon- 
spiol, and in tho first event, which is for the 
grand challenge oup, a handsome trophy 
presented by tho Now York Life Assurunce 
Co., no less than seventy crack riuka un- 
tored. These rinks represented all the 
chief points in Manitoba und tho Northwest, 
and thero aro representatives of tho United 
States and Eastern Canada. To day wnB 
devoted to narrowing down the contestants, 
and bofore morning, for the dozen shoots of 
ice which aro to be occupied night and day 
until tho end of tho matches, not more than 
a dozen rinks will bo loft. To-morrow tho 
contosts for tho costly trophy presented by 
Hiram Walker k Sons, of Walkerville, Ont,, 
and for tho international trophy will be 
commenced. In tho latter tho St. Paul and 
Duluth men have boon solccted to champion 
Unale Sam, while two of Manitoba's strong- 
est rinks will bo pitted against them.

doo8 not exist in Canada, nor hus it existed 
lere. The views of tho Imperial experts 
tavo beon successlully combatted. 

During January this year tho total num- 
ber of Chinoso immigrants was 00, oi which 
Victoria received 70, Vancouver 15 and 
Halifax 5.

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Two Offenders Waive Extradition Proceed- 
in gs— Power to Collect Taxes for Separate 
Schools— Lumber Convention. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 13.— H. A. Hackett, 
trustee of an estate in Portland, Maino, re- 
cently skippod with $11,000 worth of bonds 
entrusted to him. He wus arrested here, 
and yesterday a Maine detective arrivod to 
take him iu charge. Tho detective, instead 
of beginning extradition proceedings, 
offered that if Hackett would restore tho 
tolen bonds thero would bo no prosecution. 
This Hackett consented to do, and he will 
be discharged from custody. 

Win. Beckett, the notorious embezzler 
and forger, who recently broke jail at 
Devil's Lake and was caught here, has con- 
sented to waive extradition, and \\ ill be 
taken back. 

Somo of the separate schools of Manitoba 
have been levying taxes as publio schools, 
claiming that under tho act they wero en- 
titled to bo classed as auch, ulthough ad- 
mitting that in reality they wore not public 
schools. At tho session of the Legislature 
last night a bill wus passed which withdraws 
from these achools all power to collect 
taxes, also shutting them out from Legisla- 
tive grants. 

Charles Chamberlain, of Toronto, who ie 
alleged to be guilty of personation and per- 
jury in connection with the recent Dominion 
election, was brought to Winnipeg this 
morning by tho Chief of Police. His trial 
has been fixed for Thursduy. 

Two hundred and fifty lumbermen, repre- 
senting lumber firms from Fort William to 
tho Pacific Coast, are in convention here. 
Among the moat important matters under 
discuBsiou are the reduction of the C.P.R. 
freight rates and a reduction in tho prices of 
lumber. 

Messrs. Norman of Winnipeg, and Hood, 
of Calgary, aro contesting hero for the 
checker championship of Manitoba and the 
Northwest. Norman is four games in tho 
lead and is almost a sure winner. 

The Mussey-Harria warehouse at Gris- 
wold wa3 burned this morning. 

Governor Mcintosh of the Northwest is 
here. 



CABLE NEWS. 



The Holy Cont. 

Rome, Feb. 13. — The Pope will permit the 
Bishop of Versailles at the May fetes to 
exhibit the coat of Christ, which is kept at 
Argenteuil, on condition that the invita- 
tions sent out do not contain the statement 
that the coat is the seamless garment worn 
by Christ. This provision is made in view 
of the fact that tho acnmless coat is under- 
tood to be preserved in the cathedral at 
Troves. 

Bomb-Thrower ISrcton. 

Paris, Feb. 13. — The chief of police, al- 
though he has aearched diligently for facts 
that would throw light on tho identity of 
tho'bomb-t hrower, Breton, has found nothing 
to show that the prisoner had ever before 
been in the hands of the police. He is be- 
lieved to bo a soldier. Breton, when taken 
beforo the judge for examination to-day, re- 
fused to answer questions. 

Counterfeiting in Jail. 

ROME, Feb. 13. — The Government has 
discovered that some of the prisoners iu 
jail at Bergams have been making counter- 
icit coin. The prisoners maintained exten- 
sive relations with outsiders, through the 
jailers and wero thus supplied with tho 
necessary materials. The guilty jailers and 
outsiders have been arrested. 

Itra/ll's Cniillnl to Ite Changed. 

London, Feb. 13. — The Lisbon corre- 
spondent of tho United Press forwards a 
report from a Brazilian Government source 
that u bill for tho provisional removal of the 
Government from Rio Janeiro to Potropolis 
has passed tho third reading in the Brazilian 
Congress.

FRAUD AND ROBBERY. 

An Extraordinary Story From India— Redress 
Demanded. 

New York, Feb. 13. — Tho Times pub- 
lishes tho following : An extraordinary 
story of fraud, abuse and robbery, is that 
told by a distinguished dignitary of the 
church in India, who is at present in Wash- 
ington seoking redress for tho injuries be 
suffered in Sin Francisco. The victim is his 
pontifical eminency, the most venerable pre- 
late, Monsiguor the /^imorin Nouri, Chald- 
ron Archdeacon, grand apostolic ambassador 
of Malabar, India. Mr. Arbeely who tells 
tho story, says Nouri ia a man distin- 
guished in letters, a linguist and a travelor. 
While making a tour ho camo to 
San Francisco by way of Hawaii. On 
tho western slope the venerable prelate mot 
a cortain Doctor Smith, this man Smith, 
Mr. Arbeely says, ingratiated himself with 
Nouri, and put him in un insane asylum at 
Napa City, Cala., and rolioved him of jewels 
in value about S5.000, which ho carried 
with him. Aftor Nouri had been three 
months in the asylum Dr. H. Arbeely, 
brother of N, J. Arbeely, learned of the 
mattor. Ho instituted inquiries and with 
the co-operation of a friend succeeded in 
having Nouri released. This happened 
three months ago. On his release Nouri 
wont to Washington where ho interested 
the Turkish embassy in the case, and it is 
understood it will be tho subjoct of much 
diplomatic correspondence. Dr. Smith, Mr. 
Arbeely says, is now under arrest in Cali- 
fornia charged with conspiracy and robbery.

AMERICAN INDEPENDENCE. 

Tho Original Declaration Withdrawn From 
Exhibition Because of the Fading 
Out of the Ink. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12. — To-day tho ori- 
ginal copy of tho Declaration of Independ- 
ence wbb withdrawn from public exhibition 
in tho State Department Library, made into 
a roll uDd pluced in a tin box for filing with 
the archives of tho Government. The 
rapid fading of tho text of the declaration 
and tho deterioration of tho parchment on 
which it is engrossed from exposure to the 
light and on account of age, rendered it im- 
practicable for the Department to allow it 
to be exhibited or handled longer. In lieu 
of tho original document a facsimile will be 
placed on exhibition. Some years ago it 
was noticed that tho ink on the original 
parchment waa fading and it has been grad- 
ually growing fainter. Recently chemists 
were called oa to examino it and they gave 
the opinion that the full strength of tho ink 
could bo brought out again by coating it 
with a chemical solution. Rut this oxperi 
ment waa not tried owing to the fear that 
the precious paper might be injurod in somo 
way and also because no alteration or any 
thing could bo done to it without tho auth- 
ority of an act of Congress. It required an 
act of Congress to bring tho declaration 
from Philadelphia to Waahington.

IuterestiDfi: Londua ttossip-Johu Uor- 
lcy'8 Reported Desire to Leave 
tlie Cabinet. 



Bainpton Lectures Temporarily Abau- 
doned — The British Squadron at 
Madeira— Empress Frederick. 

New York, Feb. 13. — Tho following iB 
Edmund Yates' weokly cablo from London 
to the Tribune : The Qaeon will hold a 
large investiture of the Bath, St. Michael 
and St. Gc-orgo and the Indian orders dur- 
ing her approaching residence at Windsor 
castle. The function is to take placo in the 
white drawing room of the castle, and the 
Empress Frederick will be prcsont. 

Emperor Willium has informed tho court 
of his intention to pay another visit to Eng- 
land next summer. The Emperor will come 
to CoweB in his yacht, arriving on Satur- 
day, AuguBt -1th, and will remain at the 
Solent for about a week. The Royal Yacht 
Squadron regatta iB to be given on August 
7th, which ib a week later than last yaar. 

Tho wedding of tho Grand Duke of Hesse 
and Princess Victoria Melita of Edinburgh 
will probably take place on Tueaday, April 
24, at Coburg. The ceremony, which is to 
be after the Lutheran form, will take ph ce 
in tho chnpel of the palace, wliich iB to he 
fitted up for the event. Emperor 'William, 
the Queen, the Prince of Wales, the Duke 
and Duchess of Connaught, the Grand Duke 
and Duchess Sergius, and the Grand Duke 
and Duchess Valdimir of Russia, Empress 
Fi'ederiek, Princess Beatrice and Prince 
Henry of Battenberg, are to be present. 

Tho apartments in Buckingham palace 
havo been prepared for tho use of the Em- 
press Frederick, who is to occupy them 
when she conies to town. At Windsor the 
Empress iB to be lodged in the tapestry 
room. 

The Bishop of Rochester will go to Flor- 
ence just before Faster and stay there dur- 
ing tho Queen's residence at Villa Fabricotti, 
to officiate at tho services which will be 
held during Good Friday and EaBter Sunday 
for Her Majesty and the royal party. 

The Duke of rfaxe Coburg Gotha intends 
to farm on a largo scale in Germany, and I 
hear that in the course of the next few 
months exteusivo purchases of high class 
cattle and sheep will bo made for him at 
the principul sales. A valuable consign- 
ment of white Yorkshire pigs was recently 
dispatched to tho Duke of Coburg by Mr. 
Fulcher, of Elhama, Norfolk, and tho same 
steamer conveyed to him some prize ram 
lambs out of Bradburn's celebrated flock of 
sheep. 

On Wednesday the Decoy was launchod 
from the yard of Messrs. John L. Thorny- 
croft & Co., at Chiswick. Tho Decoy i3 a 
torpedo boat of the same type as the Havoc, 
and is Bupplied with steam of 210 pounds 
pressure from Thornycroft's water tube 
boilers. It is expected to considerably ex- 
ceed the stipulated speed of 27 knots, while 
it is said Mr. Yarrow is hoping for 30 knots 
out of his new destroyer, the Hornet. 
Thirty knots ia,34J statute miles, not at all 
a bad speed for a railway train, but euor- 
mouB for any sea going vessel. 

I have hitherto abstained from noticing 
the rumor lately whispered of Mr. John 
Morley's desire to escape from his present 
post, but as it has been now bo openly 
published, I neod not hesitate to 
speak about it. Whether he has at any 
time contemplated resignation 'I do not 
pretend to know, hut I havo reasons for 
Enying that his position in the Irish office 
has been proving more and more difficult 
and distasteful. It could not be otherwise, 
even wilh a less sensitive man than Mr. 
Morley. His relations with tho Irish 
Nationalists are becoming stroined in regard 
to evictions. He has found himself com- 
pelled to adopt the very action which for- 
merly ho denounced in such unmeasured 
terms. In the recent murder case in Dublin 
he was obliged to sanction recourse to the 
explosives act to obtain the very powers 
which under the crimes act he might have 
used openly but for his wild denunciation of 
that enactment. He recognizes that Eng- 
land is more opposed to Home Rule than 
ever and that agitation in favor of it in Ire 
land is hollow and unreal. 

There are to bo no Bampton lectures at 
Oxford in 1896, 1898 and 1900. The endow- 
ment conies from 'he rent of a farm in 
Bucks, returns from which havo been much 
diminished by tho agricultural depression, 
and it io now necessary to expend a sum 
amounting to about threo years of the 
diminished income on repairs and improve- 
ments. 

A correspondent informs me that Mad. ira 
was unusually guy and animated during the 
recent visit of tho Channel squadron, the 
Budden influx of 5,000 men causing the 
place to assume tho appearance of an Eng- 
lish nuval station. Tho Brirish residents 
entertained tho officers of the fleet, and 
Admiral Fairfax gave a danco on board the 
Royal .Sovereign. Tne Empress of Austria 
was bo delighted with Madeira that she 
hopes to visit the island again next year. 
The season is about an average one. 



HAWAII'S DESTINY. 

President Cleveland's Course Again Up In the 
Semite and Endorsed by Several 
Speakers. 

Washington, Feb. 13. —Tho resolution 
reported from tho commlttou on foreign re- 
lations declaring it unadvisable and incon- 
siderate to consider further tho question of 
annexing tho Hawaiian Islands was again 
up in the Senate to-day, and waB the sub- 
ject of an interesting debate. Senator Gray, 
of Delaware, supported the resolution und 
commented warmly on the position of 
President Cleveland, to whom, he said, the 
country should be grateful, for his advice and 
courage in daring to do tho right thing. 
If over tho American people were to start 
out on a career of empire and colonization 
ho hoped that it would be with head erect 
and without a breath of suspicion, or dis- 
honor, or intrigue or low dealings. 

Senator Teller, of Colorado, asked him 
whether tho whole matter might 
he considered as remitted by tho 
President to Congress, and upon being 
informed that it was Mr. Gray's understand- 
ing, oxpressod tho hope that tho Sonator 
from Delaware spoke by authority of the 
President. Tho resolution went over with- 
out action, but will bo taken up again to- 
morrow, when Senators Daniels, of Vir- 
ginia, and White, of Californio, are to epeak 
upon it. 

The Hawaiian correspondence yesterday 
afternoon transmitted by tho President to 
Congress, was laid boforo the HouBe, read 
at length and referred to the committee on 
foioigh affairs. 

SENSATIONAL RUMOR. 

Story that the Steamer Augusta Victoria Had 
Foundered Discredited. 

London, Feb. 13. — A report was circu- 
lated in Berlin to-day that tho Hamburg. 
American line steamer Augusta Victoria, 
which sailed from Southampton for Now 
York on Sunday, had foundered. The Em- 
peror William being warned of the rumor, 
sont a dispatch to the German ambassador 
in London askiDg if it was true. At the 
offices of the company in London nothing 
had been hoard beyond tho fact that such a 
rumor was circulated, and no credit what- 
ever was given to it. The officials of the 
company are at a Ioes to account for the 
oriciu of tho rumor. 

New York, Fob. 13.— Tho following 
statement has heen issued by the Now Yoik 
agent of tho Hamburg American Packet 
Co. regarding the report that the steamer 
Augusta Victoria, of that line, had founder- 
od - "Referring to tho rumor about our 
s'.c»mer Augusta Victoria we are in receipt 
of 1 lie following cablegram from our com- 
pany in Hamburg : 'Tho rumor regarding 
the loss of the Augusta Viotoria is entirely 
without foundation. It probably arose 
through tho sailing boat Victoria sinking in 
Hamburg harbor during yesterday's heavy 
gale. Our express steamer Augusta Victoria 
continued the voyage from Southampton to 
New York on Sunday evening, passing the 
Lizard on Monday morning at 0:45, signal- 
ling all well. We have taken steps against 
the author of the rumor.' " 



BRAZILIAN CRISIS. 

Beported Kebel Attack on Nictheroy Con- 
firmed. 

Montevideo, Feb. 13.— It iB rumored in 
P.io now that a crisis in Peixoto's cabinet iB 
imminent. The state of siege will probably 
bo continued longer than was contemplated. 
Word litis rouched Rio from Santes that the 
rebels havo landed at Igaape, a town in the 
Stato of Sao Paolo, on the south bank of 
Iguapo river and are marching upon the city 
of Sao Paolo, c ipital of the stato of that name. 
From Rio Grande do Sul reports have just 
boon received that the government troops 
havo met defeat at Ombre. Three hundred 
of them were killed and their munitions of 
war and provisions were captured. Official 
dispatches received hero to day from Kio, 
bringing; confirmation of tho attack by the 
rebels upon Nictheroy, und thoir repulBo by 
the government troops, say that the new 
commander of the British fleet haa arrived 
in Rio harbor. 

London, Feb. 13.— In responHo to a ques- 
tion in tho house to-day Sir Edward Gray, 
for the Government, said the step taken for 
the protection of commerce at Rio do Jan- 
eiro had been agreed upon by the naval 
commanders of tho various powerB having 
vessels thero. 



ANARCHIST'S DEFIANCE. 

Having Received Sentence, a French Convict 
Assaults the Judge. 

PARIS, Feb. 12. — An anarchist named 
Boisson, one of the many arrested during 
the recent police raids on anarchist haunts, 
wua to-day convicted of having explosives in 
his possession, Tho judge sentenced 
him to four montliB' imprisonment. 
Boisson Btood in a defiant attitude 
while seutence was being pronounced. As 
the judge concluded, the prisoner drew back 
his arm and threw a large piece of bread at 
the judge, striking him on the nose. As 
Boisson throw the bread he shouted, address- 
ing the court, "You are a crowd of pigs. 
Wo will blow you all up. Long live an- 
archy.' This created for tho time being 
great excitement, many of those present 
thinking tho piece of bread was a bomb.

ALD. MUNNS RESOLUTION. 

The City Council has dono perfectly 
right in giving .Mr. R. P. Rithet's very 
vigorous and well-reasoned protest it 
most serious consideration. The C. E 
N. company, of which Mr. Rithot i 
the president, has done this city good, 
servico, and there is no citizen of Victoria 
who will not bear cheerful testimony to its 
usefulness. But we cannot shut our eyes to 
the fact that Mr. Rithet asks the 
Council to do what is opposed to 
own interests. The city is already in a 
, sense a partner in tho Victoria ami Sidney 
Railway, It was never supposed that that 
short line was to be complete in itself. It 
was built simply to bo a part of 
a scheme for more rapid communi- 
cation with tho Mainland. Tho new 
line is a necessary supplement to the Vic- 
toria it Sidney Railway. It is what is 
nquired to make that line complete, and 
tho Council, when it is asked to give only its 
moral support to tho new line, can hardly 
be expected to refuBe to say a good 
word for a project which, if it succeed, 
will take a burden which it is ill able to 
bear olF the city's shoulders. If the Coun- 
cil considers that the now lino is feasible 
and offers a fair prospect of Fuccess, we 
cannot see how it can negative Aid. Munn's 
resolution. 



them to be carried without dissent, must be 
considered as fully endorsing them all, and 
particularly the one to which tho groatcat 
prominence was given, which wub also by 
far the most important. 

RATIONAL RELIEF. 

Tho mode of sottling tho land in the 
colony of Victoria is, in ov.' opinion, pre- 
ferable to that inaugurated in New Zealand. 
In Victoria tho land is divided into Bmall 
farms of twenty acres each, and advances in 
caBh aro made to tho settlers. A loaso of 
twenty years is granted on condition of 
paying an annual rent of aixpeneo an aero, 
and of making certain improvements within 
a given time. Tho money advanced is to 
be paid within tho twenty years. At 
the end of tho torm, if tho conditions 
to rent and improvements aro all 

mplied with, tho sottler gots his 
holding for his " very own." This sottler, 
therefore, has something to hopo for. Ho 
an look forward to tho timo when ho will 
bo emancipated from rent-paying, and when 
ho or his children can own the land they 
till. In Now Zealand this hopo and this 
stimulus aro denied the Bettlcr. His lease 
is for 91)1) years, and tho prospect is that ho 
and his children must bo rent-payers to tho 
end of time. This is disheartening — no ono 
who has not observed tho working of tho 
system can imagine how disheartening. 

There aro in Victoria also Homestead 
Associations. The members of tho associa- 
tions can get ti f by acres of land 
each on prutty much tho same terms as tho 
small holders described above, and, liko 
them, if thoy keep faith with tho Govern- 
ment and fulfil the conditions of the agree- 
ments, thiy got a grant in fee of the land. 
It is too soon to say how this attempt to 
encourage people to sottlo on tho land, as 
well as to relieve distress, will succeed, but 
it Booms to us that, other things boing any- 
thing like equal, they atand a far bettor 
ohauco of succobb than tho New Zealand 
settlements. 

Tho Victorians havo hit upon another 
plan of finding work for tho unemployed 
which appears to be effective. They tend 
them to tho exhauslod placer diggings, 
where a man who is induatrioua 
earn six or soven dollars a week, 
and sometimes perhaps a littlo more. 
His faro to the grounds is paid, and he is 
given a small sum with which to buy tools 
and food. Tho fund from which this money 
is taken is made up partly by subscription 
and partly by a contribution from tho Gov- 
ernment. Over twelvo thousand dollarB 
have been expended in giving these kinds of 
relief, and it is said that the Government 
have by these and other methods provided 
work for over 0,000 persons. The result haB 
been materially to ease the labor market, 
and of course greatly to lessen distress 



the criticism, as far ae Canada is concerned, 
are, wo are certain, undeserved. 

WHERE IS THE PROOF 1 

Perhaps the Times will kindly produce 
the resolution formally passed by the Do- 
minion Parliament, expresBly authorizing 
tho Government to publish the Public 
Accounts and all other departmental re- 
ports, as soon aa they aro printed, without 
waiting for thoir submission to Parliament. 
If such a resolution was passed, it will bo 
very easy to produce it. We aro assured 
that there is no such resolution in existence. 
Our scepticism on tho point may be dis- 
pleasing to our neighbor.

Let us see tho 
proof. That will resolve all doubts.

A FULL EN DORS A TION. 

The organ of tho Opposition absolves the 
members who went to Naniimo on Satur 
day to address the olectoro of that city of 
all responsibility with respect to the lirst 
and by far tho most important resolution 
passed at that meoting. It says that the 
members had nothing to do with drafting 
the resolutions before the meeting, and 
wishes its readers to believe that they 
are not committed to tho statements 
made and the principles enunciated 
in them. ThiB is cortainly a singular 
position to tako. The resolutions 
were the only ones boforo the meeting. 
They related to " provincial politics." They 
were read to the meeting before any of the 
mombera addressed it. And it wos to those 
resolutions they spoke. Representation, 
our contemporary admits, was one of the 
subjects discussed by them. Tho resolution 
waa passed without a dissenting voice, yet 
the Times would have its readers believe 
that the members who spoke to tho resolu- 
tions — who addressed the meeting on pro- 
vincial politics, having those resolutions as 
their text — incurred no responsibility with 
regard to them. This is most auspicious 
and places the mombera whom it trios to do- 
fend in a very singular position. 

As the Times says that the members had 
nothing to do with drafting tho resolutions, 
aro we to take it for granted that Messrs. 
Kitchen, Brown, Sword and tho local mem- 
bers did not aoe the resolutions before tho 
meeting was opened '! At any rate our con- 
temporary cannot deny that thoy hoard 
them read. They know what they wore 
asked to approve and what thoy did approve 
They ondoraod tho resolution affirming 
" proportional representation," and thoy 
conBequently incurred quite as much respon- 
sibility with respoot to it, as if thoy had 
drafted it in Victoria and took it with them 
to Nanaimo.

A S WEEPING CONDEMN A TION. 

Mr. S. H. Blake, ot Toronto, in an ad 
dress before tho Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation a short timo ago, spoke in very 
harsh terms of tho ue.vspapers. Among 
other things he said: "Ono of tho greatest 
evils of modern timea was the daily news 
paper with its vile details of every biutal 
crime aa instruction for beginners." 

If Mr. Blako is right thou it follows tint 
the readers of newspapers must bo the 
worst members of society. Is this a facf: 
Do the families in which newspapers 
are most carefully read, contribute 
the greatest numbers to tho criminal 
classes. If what Mr. Blake says is true, 
this must bo tho caao. But we think that 
there aro very few indeod who will seri- 
ously Bay that tho readers of nowspaperB — 
those who havo read them from thoir child 
hood — aro more prone to commit " brutal 
crimes " than the classes who seldom read 
tho daily newspapers, because they hav. 
neithor the ability nor tho inclination to do 

BO. 

Wo freely admit that there aro some 
newspapers in aomo places that publish the 
disgusting details of crirno for no other 
reason, it would appear, than to 
pander to the tasto of the vicious, 
but we are proud to say that few such papers 
aro to bo found in Canada. Tho newspapers 
of this Dominion aro as a rule clean. And 
it is encouraging to see that tho Canadian 
public appreciate pure newspaper literature 
The news of the day is for the most part 
given in such a shape that sensitive persons 
can read it without being shocked. There 
may bo somo who think that criminal news 
bhould bo kept out of the nowspaperB alto- 
gether, and that reading tho moBt carefully 
prepared reports of trials has an injurious 
offect, particularly upon the young. It 
ia hard to conjecture what a genera- 
tion would be liko brought up in 
comploto ignoranco of the existonce of 
crime, for such a generation has never been 
found on this planet. The knowledge that 
wickedness oxistB comes to all in a thousand 
ways at an early ago, und it is by no means 
certain that such knowledge oanuot bo used 
to strengthen character and to show the 
folly, as well aa tho heinousness, of vice. 
At any rate, it has boon abundantly proved 
that ignoranco of evil ia not tho safeguard 
that some appear to boliovo it to bo. With 
rogard to the nowspapors, wo find that thoso 
which keep furthest from iudolicacy and 
impropriety are in Canada, at any rato, 
most highly valued, and a knowledge of this 
goes a very great way to keep our newspapers 
clean and decont. Mr. Blako Booms to 
forget that tho law of supply and domand 
operates with respect to nowspapors as with 
everything else which tho people uso. If 
thcro is a domand for a cortain class of liter- 
ature in a community, there aro many who 
aro ready to Bupply it. So that it may bo 
said of newspapers as haa boon Baid of Gov- 
ernments, that thoy aro as good or aa bad 
us tho peoplo make them. Ho may not havo 
intended it, but Mr. Blake, in his wholesale 
condemnation of newBpapors, pronounced a 
very sovoro criticism on tho pooplo who road 
newspapers.

of the Province ; therefore it demands an 
increased representation, in accordance with 
its increasing importance, of two additional 
members ; and that these resolutions, signed 
by tho chairman (George T. Kane), be im- 
mediately conveyed by wire to tho repre- 
sentative of thu district, for presentation to 
the Government."

THE GOLDEN EAGLE MINE. 

A Practical Miner Believes It to Bo a Flue 
Property— Development Work to Bo 
Resumed on April First, 

Mesar8. Fraser Lantz an 1 Rufus, two 
minors who havo just latnmed from 
Alherni, where thoy worked on fho Golde n 
Eagle, are at tho Brunswick. To a Colonist 
representative Mr. Lantz said that the 
Golden Eagle gave promiao of turning out 
a very tine property. Tho work so far done 
has principally been on tunnels high up 
the mountain aide, but haa not progressed 
to an extent to prose anything. A drift 
of fifteen feet, at a point considerably 
below the other tunnels, was run 
iu, tho ledgo horo being fivo feet in 
width, composed of twelve inches of blue 
quartz and four feet of rusty quartz. 
None of thia rock had been assayed, but in 
Mr. Lantz' opinion waa auro to prove rich. 
Ho was also of the belief that work had not 
been started in tho right place. Tho moun- 
tain towards ita aummit ia much disturbed, 
aud the oro twisted in its place, while 
lowor down, an waa demonstrated by tho 
work above mentioned, tho ledgo ia regular. 
Tho ledgo is discovered atill lower in tho 
basin, while other veina uro also found on 
the Golden Eagle location than the ono 
being worked. Tho sides of the mountain 
surrouuding the basin at the head of China 
Creek, show a great deal of mineral, and 
with further development u3 soon as the 
snow disappears, Mr. Lantz is certain 
that a fine body of oro will bo established. 
He has worked in tho gold mines of Nova 
Scotia, in tho Black Hills, Montana, and in 
Idaho, and is, therefore, practically and ex- 
tensively acquainted with quartz forma- 
tions, and is confident that his opinion will 
ho verified by results. 

It is understood that arrangements have 
been made for a resumption of operations 
on tho Goldeu Eagle by tho first of April. 
Work will he started at tho point where tho 
five-foot ledgo was uncovered, and a tunnel 
run in and shaft aunk. ThiB, it ia believed, 
will settle the extent and valuo of the mine. 

Tho confidenco of both purchasers and 
the practical men who havo seen and worked 
on the property refutes the reports that the 
vein bad pinched out and that tho work on 
tho property haa been permanently aban- 
doned. 

SINGLE TAX1SKS 

Nominate a Candidate to Represent Them at 
the Next Provincial Elections. 

Tho usual weekly meeting of tho Single 
Tax club, held laat evening, received addi- 
tional interest from tho fact that it had 
been decided to nominate a candidate to 
represent tho single tux idea at the next 
Provincial elections. Tho preliminary 
toutiue having been gone through, letters 
from tho Vancouver, Nanaimo and New 
Westminster Single Tax clubB, offering to 
co-operate in securing Louis F. Post for a 
course of lectures, were read and, on Mr. 
Cohen's motion, it was decided to communi- 
cate with Mr. PoBt and engage him for a 
week in May, the oflicora of the club to ar- 
range dates with him. 

J. C. Brown, M P. P., wrote accepting 
tho invitation to addresB a public mooting 
in tho City Hall this (Wednesday) even- 
ing on tho " Municipal ownership of elec- 
tric light plant." Tho President remarked 
that it waa desirable to havo a good at- 
tendance at the discussion which was open 
to everyone 

The President then mado some remarka 
on the ainglo tax qucBtion, and hold that 
the only way for them to make Bingle tax 
felt was to do it iu the legislature. The 
interests of labor aud single tax were, ho 
urged, similar, and it waa incumbent upon 
them at this time to Beo that thoir votes 
wore registered aud to chooso a man to 
represent them at tho coming provincial 
elections so as to ace what their Strength 
really was. 

Mr. SaDgster proposed .V. O. Cameron as 
* candidate, the nomination being seconded 
by Mr. Tulloch. 

Mr. Cohen followed in an address, stating 
that single tax was tho friend of labor, and 
that the time had come not ouly to nominate 
a man. hut to olect him. Ho strongly sup- 
ported Mr. Cameron's candidature 

There being no opposition, Mr. Cameron 
was declured by the president to bo tho 
choice ot the meeting. It waa, Mr. Howell 
said, the intention to run two candidates 
jointly in thia city in tho intere8t of single 
tax and labor, and ho considorod that they 
had received sufficient encouragement from 
the labor organizations to feel fairly sure 
that they would oct with the ainglo tax 
mer, though no definite answer had yet 
been received. 

Mr. Cameron accepted tho nomination 
with thanks, and suggested that a short 
platform be drawn up on which to baRe a 
canvass. 

Thos. Forster, M.P..P., having addressod 
the mooting, it was decided or motion of 
Mr. Cohen that next week's meeting bo 
confined to members of tho club and sup- 
porters of Mr. Cameron. 

On Mr. Berridge's motion a committoo on 
platform was appointed composed of Messrs. 
Uerridge, Cameron, Cohen, Scaife, and tho 
chairman, Mr. Howell. 

A discussion on single tax closed the 
meetidg, Mr. Lattice, of St. Louis, making 
a humorous speech againBt monopolies, 
which was much applauded.

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A LIVELY LEGISLATURE. 

How a New South Wales Minister 
liesenteil a Member's Point 
of Order. 

Interesting Ruling: From tue Speaker. 
Who Declares for Personal 
Liberty. 



The Now South Walea legislature, pro- 
rogued early in December, with very 
theatrical accompaniments, in consequence 
of the vote considered as a censure upon the 
ministry, was re-opened on January 17, the 
day before the Arawa sailed from Sydney. 
The first day's proceedings proved equally 
sensational, a very unuBUal peraonal inci- 
dent occurring, porbably provoked by and 
certainly adding to the political oxcitemont. 
For somo reason not Btated — perhaps be- 
cause of tho abuse ho had received for 
issuing tho prorogation proclamation — Gov- 
ernor Duff did not attond at the opening, 
but choae the alternative of delegating his 
authority to three members of the legisla- 
tive counoil as commissioners. The speech 
from the throne, which one of tho commis- 
sioners read, made no mention of tho 
unuBUal circumstances of tho prorogation 
and thiB roused the iro of tho opposition. 
When the membera of tho assembly went 
back from tho council room to their hall, an 
animated debate on the address at onco 
opened, aod a hostile amendment was 
moved. One of tho Bpeakera was Mr. Cope- 
land, the Minister for Lands, who appears 
to have been rather discursive in his re- 
marks, ao much so that a labor member, 
Mr. Hindle, raised tho " point of order " 
whether it was right that tho Minister 
should address tho house " in the evidently 
intoxicated condition he is in." 

Several members called " Shame !" but 
the Minister was more emphatic. Having 
been called to order for an appeal to tho 
crowded galleries as to whether or not he 
appeared intoxicated, ho addressed himself 
to Mr. Hindle, across tho houBB, thus : 

"You scoundrel, I'll wring your neck 

if you cive me a chance 1" This remark 
naturally created a sensation in the chain 
ber, and members looked at one another in 
the utmost surprise. Mr. Copoland walked 
acroBB tho chamber to whero Mr. Hindle 
But, and saying " I'm not going to let you 
make the remark that you made here, you 

skunk !" sent his right hand in the 

direction of Mr. Hindlc's faco, which by 
this time was noticeably pullid. " Order !'' 
the Speaker cried, " will hnn. members be 
seated; clear the galleries." Tho galleries 
were cleared in a trico, but not too sudden 
ly to deprive their occupants of a view of 
Mr. Copoland peacefully leaving the 
chamber under the guidance of tho Ser 
geant-at-armB and two members. The 
Speaker ordered Mr. Copeland to be kept 
out of tho chamber for the night. 

A ruling subsequently given ought to be 
of interest to members of deliberative bodies 
everywhere. Mr. Spehker, referring to Mr 
Hindlc's "point of order," said that " a 
question of order could not bo rai6ed except 
as to the order of debate, and so long as 
hon. memberB were orderly in dobating the 
subject beiore tho house he could not rule 
them out of order. The condition of the 
member — whether he was sane or insane, 
drunk or sober— he could not interfere with 
while that member was orderly in debate, 
Tho member's mental state would be no rea 
Bon for him to be ruled out of order. But 
when an lion, member threatened to assault 
another, then tho proceedings reached a 
stage at which tho orderly conduct of busi 
neBB was interfered with, and it was his (the 
Speaker's) duty to interfere." 

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Market Characterized by a Considerably 
Weaker Tone and Closed Irregular. 

New York, Feb. 13.— Early trading at 
the Stock Exchange was characterized by a 
weaker tone for Western railway stocks and 
still higher prices for the industrials, nota 
bly American sugar. Tho Grangers were 
sold on the unfounded report that the Bur 
lirg'on & Quincy had withdrawn ita pay 
car. As the street has been filled with ru 
murs of reduction in the dividend for a week 
ul bo past, the report that tho company- 
could not meet ita pay roll found ready be 
lievers. The decline, however, at thia time 
was merely fractional and was soon recover- 
ed when sugar gave signs of advancing. A 
rally in wheat, both hero and at Chicago 
and the fact that tho rumors of embarrass 
ments of firms and individuals in that trade 
were not confirmed, exercised a good inllu 
enco on BtockB. Subsequently American 
sugar monopolized tho trading, and under 
heavy trading gained 2J, per cent, selling up 
to 82£. Washington still controls specula 
tiona in thia atock. Apparently somebody 
atanda ready to taketheahares atintheneigh 
borhood of SO. The Board reason given forth 
recent purchases ia that the Senate Financ 
Committeo will recommend a small protec 
tion. The buying of sugar finally led to 
purchases of the railway list and a general 
recovery of J to |, Western Union and 
Rock Island leading. It was a matter of 
comment that the " bears " did not follow 
their attacks on tho trunk line shares. One 
explanation for thia waa that I ho sales ye 
terday did not havo the effect on London 
that tboy oxpected. Around 2 o'clock Cord- 
age common dropped 3i to 13)4 and pre- 
ferred 68 to ,'iO. The "slump" Btarted a 
fresh soiling movement and Grangers and S 
Paul fell to 55$ and Burlington >v. Quincy to 
74J; Northwest to 101 :| and St. Paul 
fell to 55J and Burlington & Quincy to 
74 J; Northwest to 1012 and Omah 
to Sugar ran off to 81 g ii 

sympathy; but tho decline brought in freel 
buying orders and a rally to 8'J.i 
The market left off irregular. The 
sales aggregated 171,157 shares.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Fourth Session of the Sixth Parliament. 

SIXTEENTH DAY. 

Tuesday, Feb. 13, 1894. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 

Mb. Kitchen presented a petition from 
S. H. Daniels, Wm. Wilson and others, re- 
specting the bill relating to certain public 
works in the township of Richmond. 

Petitions from Robt. T. Ward, opposing 
the private bills re the Cariboo and Horse- 
fly hydraulic mining companies, were read 
and received. 

PRIVATE BIU.S COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Martin presented a report from the 
private billa committeo, stating that the 
at»nding orders had been complied with in 
reapoot of tho National electric lighting and 
tramway company bill, but not in connection 
with that respecting tho municipality of 
Chilliwack. As sufficient time had not 
elapsed since the decision of tho county 
court which made the bill necessary, to pub- 
lish the notices aa required, it wus recom- 
mended that the atanding ordera be sus- 
pended to enable the bill to bo introduced. 

The report was adopted. 

POULIC ACCOUNTS COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Croft presented tho fifth report, a 
majority report, and a minority report, from 
the public accounts committee. 

Tho fifth report of tho committee, Bigned 
by the chairman, was as follows : 

" Your committee further report that tho 
amount received from the Dominion govern- 
ment under tho terms of union for tho half 
year, payable in January 1S94, waa $122,- 
464.73; that this amount was paid into tho 
current account at tho bank; that the 
amount at tho credit of the province on 
ourront account at the bank on February 12, 
1894, was $10,032 07, and tho amount of 
cash in tho treasury at tho eamo date was 
§3,058 19." 

The sixth or majority report read as fol- 
lows : 

1 Your committeo on public accounts met 
this day and bog to submit the following re- 
port : That as stated in the second report of 
tho select committee on public account* 
dated February 5, 1894, tho total expendi- 
ture for the naif year ending 3lBt December, 
1S93, was 8794,547 32, and that during tho 
same period tho total receipts of revenuo 
were $334,241.90, showing an expenditure 
of $460,305 38 in excess of receipts, requires 
further explanation. Your committeo would 
therefore remark that the over-expenditure 
at the half period of tho financial year does 
not involvo tho province beyond the avail- 
able reaourcea of the year, nor is it antici- 
pated at tho close of tho fiscal year there 
will be any deficit, as shown from tho fol- 
lowing explanatory statement : Receipts — 
Surplus funds on hand in bank, 1st July, 
1893, $334,919 38; cash in agents' hands and 
treasury, $40,347.68; Bubsidy deposit 
Nakusp & Slocan railway, $118,400; 
estimated revenue for year ending 
30th Juno, 1894, $1,058,091 55 ; total, 
$1,552.35S 51. Expenditure — Expenditure 
as per estimate, $1,277,157 45 ; add 
additional amount required to provido for 
special warrants as shown by report dated 
1st February, $135,170 04 ; less amount in- 
cluded in aame, $53,995 05 ; for discount on 
loan 1893, $81,180 99 ; total, $1,358,338.44 ; 
showing a probable surplus of $194,020 07 
at the cIobo of the fiscal year 1894. That 
although there was an overdraft of $53,771.38 
in the current bank account on 31st De- 
cember 1893 it waB more than covered by 
the Dominion subsidy paid in two days sub- 
sequently, umounting to $121,120.73, and 
that at tho same time there waa a special 
deposit to the credit of the province at the 
bank of British Columbia of $50,000, bear- 
ing 4 per cent, interest, showing plainly 
that at that date the overdraft wua not a 
necessity, but a temporary convenience, 
thereby saving the withdrawal of an inter- 
est-bearing deposit." — Signed by Geo. B. 
Murtin, R. H. Hall and Henry Croft. 

The minority report is signed by F. C. 
Cotton and Robert Beaven. It first recites 
the payments made to the provincial health 
olucer, and makeB the objection that no 
spocial voto had been asked for these pay 
nienta, which, it ia claimed, 'were eironeoualy 
paid out of the vote of $10,000 for thi 
"provincial board of health, including sal 
aries," beoauso the health act, 1893, has not 
been put in force by proclamation. It also 
declares that the moneys received from sev 
eral special accounts mentioned have been 
paid into current account aa ordinary 
rovenue, and recommenda that each of such 
funds be for the future kept in bank at the 
credit of a separate account. 

The Si'EAKEK asked under what authority 
» minority report could bo presented. Ife 
thought it was a very evil practice the house 
had fallen into. 

Upon reference to a decision by Mr. 
Speaker Mara it was found that, a minority 
report presented had been ruled out on the 
ground that it had not been presented by 
the chairman. This ono having been pre- 
sented by the chairman, was declared in 
order and read, aa the other two had been 
Roports received andorderedtobe printed 
Hon. Mr. Beaten said with respect to 
tho majority report, which ho did not 
feel at liberty to sign, it contained 
statements in contradiction of those of the 
finance minister, in the matter of tho Bur- 
plua to bo available, and which he thought 
were plainly contradicted by the public ac- 
counts. 

Tine Speaker called Hon. Mr. Beaveu to 
order, stating that the report, having been 
received, could not now be debited.

the dryiug up of the streams, or deatructive 
floods followod by prolonged periods of 
drought. And whereaa there are large 
areas in our province alroudy bare of trees, 
and others are becoming rapidly denuded 
of their natural wealth ; Thereforo bo it 
resolvod, that a select cotrmittee conaisting 
of Measr8. Anderson, Sword and the 
mover, bo appointed to consider the 
Bubject of forestry as it affects our 
province, and among other things to report 
to this houje how best — 1. To prevent the 
devastation of our forest lands whether by 
fire or tho axe ; 2. To encourage tho re- 
planting of trees in place of thoBO cut down 
for commercial or hnuaohold purposes ; 3. 
To test, by a aeriea of experiments, the pos- 
sibility of covering portions of our arid 
interior with growth of BhrubB or treeB, 
whether theBO are in themselves commerci- 
ally valuable or not ; 4 To encourage in 
portions of tho province suitable therefor 
the cultivation ot the various kinds, of eco- 
nomically valuable hardwood treea." The 
mover delivered a oomprohenaivo addrcas, 
showing the importance of the subject and 
tho attention paid to it in other countries. 
Motion adopted.

Having 
fallen into tho hands of two enemies, 
you call in a third, and I think tho 
worst of all. to get you out of your trou- 
ble. People gi nerally forget; that medi- 
cine is made for rare emergencies, not 
for daily use; fur remedy, not for suste- 
nance. And nine times oat of ten it 
hurts mi l'- than it helps. If wo would 
throw physic to the dogs and then fol- 
low the example of the dogs in some 
ways, wo should do better for ourselves. 
What does a dog do if ho gets sick? 
Goes down into the cellar, and lies with 
his nose against tho stones for a day or 
two, ami doesn't eat anything, and 
comes out all right. Ho is cured by 
nature and not by patent medicines. In 
most cases a day or two of dieting 
would bring us out all right, with no 
drug disease to be cured after the other 
disease is conquered. 

Wo get bilious. Heavens! Tho harm 
that word has done! The poor liver, 
what nonsense ia talked in its name! 
Generally it is no trouble with tho liver, 
but a protest of tho stomach at being 
overloaded, that makes people think 
they are bilious, whatever that may 
mean. And they begin to doso them- 
selves, when all they need is to diet 
themselves. Tho stomach and liver aro 
near neighbors, and one aitects the other. 
When one member suffers, all tho mem- 
bers suffer with it, but it is a pity to 
lay tho blame on tho one that is proba- 
bly only remotely implicated — to give 
the severe remedies which aro required 
to stimulate tho liver when tho stomach 
only is out of order. 

Any thoughtful person must seethe 
consequences of indiscriminate, irre- 
sponsible dosing according to symp- 
toms. The patent medicine is tho foun- 
dation stone of its inventor's fortune, 
but the stone about tho neck of the poor 
wretch who gets in the habit of using it. 
If you are really ill, send for n good doc- 
tor. If yon are only suffering from 
breaking all tho known laws of health, 
begin to think about it and reform. 
And with scarcely an exception you 
will find that a foot bath and a night's 
rest, followed by a couple of days' diet- 
ing, will set you all right. Tho energy 
of nature to restore is amazing. Only 
believe in it and give it a chance. Don't 
weaken its energy by drugs which it 
can't fight against. Think of tho pow- 
erful stuff done up in those little pack- 
ages and bottles — tho concentration of 
forces that one may well tromblo to 
evoke! "Fools rush in where angels 
fear to tread." Ignorant charlatans 
make up the drugs that men of science 
would not dare to put in tho hands of 
those ignorant of medicine. 

"It is cheaper than having tho doc- 
tor." Well, believe in o, those patent 
medicim s aro the dearest things you 
ever bought. You pay for them with 
your health, your very life. Tho cheap- 
est thing is nature ; good sense, tho next 
cheapest. But, good heavens, how rare 
it is! Men ami women think about 
other things intelligently enough, but 
when it comes to thinking about pre- 
serving health and living rationally 
they become idiotic. They keep their 
houses overhot with heated iron be- 
cause it is comfortable and saves trou- 
ble, and they feed themselves with poi- 
son because it' 'tastes good" and be- 
cause everybody does it, and they doso 
themselves at random with pills and 
potions that may contain bell fire, for 
aught they know to tho contrary, be- 
cause it is cheaper and does not cost as 
much as sending for tho doctor and is 
easier than studying up tho matter. 
Human nature has no quality more sur- 
prising than its absolute childishness, 
its disinclination to think out everyday 
matters for itself, its disposition to jog 
on in the old ruts. 

Tho brawny mechanics and whole- 
some farmers of Great Britain and tho 
sturdy peasants of Franco and Germany 
deserve no credit for living longer and 
being more healthy than our p -!o. 
Generations of their ancestors have fed 
on a low diet and lived hardy lives, 
and they tako it for granted that stone 
floors, and two or three pieces of green, 
wood on a hearth, and gruel and beans 
for dinner, and a sour brown loaf for 
supper are all that can bo asked for com- 
fort. It seems only a happy accident 
that they are not eating poison and ly- 
ing down in tho (ire, for they certainly 
do not think about it. But in America 
people do think, leastways about other 
things, and it is a pity that they cannot 
bo induced to think about that most im- 
portant of all sciences — the science of 
averyday life, the making tho best of 
irnr bodies, and tho ordering of our 
households according to tho laws of 
health.

Tho total number of 
cases increased from 1,595 in 1SS0 to,. 
1,910 in 1890. 

Dr. Andrews says tho increaso is larger 
in tho rural districts among the farm- 
ers, and especially among their wives 
and daughters. He is unable to account 
tor it unless by the humdrum, hard- 
working, pleasure ignoring lives they 
load. He may be right in putting it 
down to that, but I do not quite agree 
with him. A good, healthy animal does 
not lose its wits for a sentimental cause. 
A well fed. well groomed, well bedded 
man or woman can pull through pretty- 
hard work and pretty heavy weather 
and bo none the worse for it. Thesamo 
work and weather would break down 
the same man or woman ill fed, drug- 
ged and stilled with bad air. A joyless 
existence is not good for anybody, but 
it is not so bad as one blighted by tho 
material evils we have been contem- 
plating. 

WASHINGTON WOMEN. 

Tho Family of the New Adjutant General 
of the Army. 

Tho wife of General Georgo D. Rug- 
gles, tho new adjutant general of the 
army, was Aliss Alma L'Hommedieu of 
Cincinnati. One of her ancestors was 
Major John Hammond, commander of 
the English forces in the early days of 
Maryland.

Section 
75, Victoria District, which said pleco or parcel 
of land is moro particularly described as fol- 
lows : 

Commencing at tho BOUth-oast cornor of lot 2

London, Feb. 13 —The Times correspond- 
ent in Rio Janeiro says in a lettor dated 
January '2i : " Immediately after Admiral 
Mollo's arrival in Destorro tho poliiicil in- 
trigues began. Certain politicians who were 
pushing their own interests and quarrelling 
delayed the insurgents, movements for five 
wooks, until Gonerah Gomorcindo Saraiva 
and Salgado bluntly rofused to brook fur- 
ther dallying, Aa the result "f this General 
Cardoso, Mello's War Minister, resigned. 
At one time tho situation was so 
strained that Saraiva and Salgado 
threatened to retire with tho troops to Rio 
Grande do Sul and withdraw their aid. It 
seems that Mello behaved weakly and vacil- 
latingly throughout. This has driven tho 
insurgent officerB to regard Admiral da 
Gama as their real chio f , although Mello re- 
mains the nominal head of tho revolution. 
Discontent is growing among tho Govern- 
ment troopa. They blamo tho Government 
for its indecision in failing to attempt a de- 
cisive blow. Admiral da Gama has gather- 
ed from Roar-Admiral Benham's manner 
and speech on January 2.'! that ho meditated 
interfering forcibly. 

Montevideo, Feb. 12 — A dispatch dated 
at Rio Janeiro on February 8 Bays : " The 
inaurgeuts attacked Armaoao at 4 o'clock 
this morning. Their launchea carried a 
strong force from Cousoicao to tho landing 
placo in half an hour. Tho attacking party 
was not discovered until the ollicera begun 
to land iheir men. Thero was heavy firing 
for Borne time and thon tho government 
troops retreated, loaving forty men and fivo 
ollicera oapHvea and six ollicera and fitty or 
sixty men Ueud on tho field. Between '1:30 
and 5 o'clock about 1,000 government troops 
were brought up to tho aid of the garriaon, 
and tho combined forces advanced under a 
heavy firo from the machino and 
Krupp guns on Caju Island. Admiral 
da Gama called into action more troops from 
Conceicao and brought hiB launches und the 
warship Liberdado near the shore. Tho 
Government troops loat heavily. Their ad- 
vance was stopped and as they had begun to 
run short of ammunition, they were soon 
yielding ground to the insurgents. The 
attacking force passed forward until within 
1,000 yards of Armacao, but was eventually 
withdrawn as the Government troops were 
constantly receiving reinforcements. Tho 
Liberdade and tho launches, aided by the 
Aquidaban, kept back the garriaon while the 
insurgents were embarking. The Liber- 
dade was the target of o hot lire, but 
remained uninjured anel before noon tho 
insurgents had left tho mainland after spik- 
ing the guns of the Armacao battery. Tho 
insurgents lost but o0 or GO killed and 
wounded. Among tho dead were five 
officers. The Government force is sup- 
posed to have lost about 150 privates and 
loollieers. Admiral da Gama ia said to 
have boon wounded in the neck und arm, 
but neither injury is dangerous. " Had it 
not been for the arrival ot Government rein- 
forcements, the victory of the insurgents 
would have been complete. The superior- 
ity of tho enemies' numbers discouraged tho 
insurgent marines. The Government bus 
strongly reinforced tho Nictharoy garrison." 

Rio di: Janeiro, Feb. 9, via Montevideo, 
Feb, 12 — The insurgent fleet attacked 
Armacao at 3 o'clock lust evening and con- 
tinued the fight till daybreak. Tho insur- 
gents luntled troops and destroyed the 
beachand hill-top forta of the Government. 
Wi'h machine guns thoy swept tho streets 
of INictheroy, but finally wero forced to re- 
treat before the superior members of the 
Government force. Tho Governments ad- 
mits a loss of 200. The United Press cor- 
itspondent at Niotheroy Bays that 500 ia 
nearer the true loss. The insurgents suc- 
ceeded beyond all hopes, having destroyed 
tho Government position most menacing to 
the fleet and having lost only 270 men in all. 

A VENTURESOME VOYAGER. 

A fioston Athlete Starts to Clrelo the Globe 
Altogether Unequipped. 

Boston, Feb. 13. — "Paul Jones " a name 
assumed by one of the members of the Bus 
ton athletic club, who, on a wager, is going 
to travel round the globe, starting without 
money or clothes, made hia start from th>! 
Boston Press club yestertlay afternoon. By 
the term of the bet ho must return with 
55,000. In the meantime he must 
circle the earth, and will not be 
pormitted to beg, borrow, or steal. 
He goes from hero to Now York, 
where he hopes to earn some money before 
leaving for England. Hia passage across he 
will pay by washing disheo on an Atlantic 
linnr. From England he will go to Capo 
Town. He expects to mako eome money by 
writing tot the press while on his trip, and 
will alBo hire a hull und lecturo whenever ho 
Bees an opportunity. On hiB roturn he will 
bo g'ud to lecturo in this country at San 
Francisco, "Jones' " private fortune, which 
is comfortable, is in personal property, and 
ho will leave here in charge of a Bafeilepoait 
company, tho key to be left with a member 
of tho committee. 



HERR VON BULOVV, 

The Great German Pianist and Pupil of 
Liszt. Joins the Choir Invisible. 

Cairo, Feb. 13 — Von Bulow. the distin- 
guished pianist, died hero yesterday. Hans 
Gtiido von Bulow was born in Dresden 
January 8, 1830. Ho began his musical 
education under Frederick Woick, tho 
father of Madame Schumann. In 18-18 ho 
went to the Univeruity of Leipzig to study 
jurisprudence, but he continued hia studies 
in counterpoint under Hauptmann. Iu 
the following year he entered Berlin 
University, and took great interest in tho 
politics of tho tiino, contributing tc 
democratic journal, Die Abondpoat. Horo 
ho first begun to dofend the musical d 
t.rines of the new German school, led by 
Lit/" anel Wagner. After hearing a per- 
formance, of "Lcihongriu" at Weimar in 
1850, he throw usido his law studies, went 
to Zurich and placed himself under tho 
guidance of Wagner. In Juno, 1851, ho 
bucamo u pupil of Lit//, and two yours later 
mado Iiib first concert tour. From 1855 to 
1864 he oocupied the post of principal 
muster of pianalortc playing at tho conserva- 
torium of Profs. Stern and A. B. Marx in 
Berlin. In 1804 he wub called to Munich as 
principal conductor of the opera and director 
of the conservatorium, reorganizing perfor- 
mances of Wagner's " Tristan and Isolde " 
and "Die Meistersinger von Nurnburg." 
In 18G0 ho left Munich and has since given 
concerts in Italy, Germany, Russia, Poland, 



MONTREAL MATTERS. 

Funeral of the bate Dr. Douglas— Killed In a 
Stove Factory. 

Montreal, Feb. 13 — (Special) — James 
Hueldurt, promoter of the Cunadiau-Aus- 
tralian steamship service, has arrived here 
from Great Britain. Speaking of the par 
ticular object of his visit to London, Mr. 
Hnddart Baid it wus tho general belief there 
that a subsMy would bo granted to the 
Canadian-At.straiiun line by the Imperial 
authorities. 

John FinUlay, aged 42, was instantly 
killed by being caught in the shafting at a 
stovo foundry yesteiduy. 

Tho funeral of the lato Rev. Dr. DouglaB, 
tho famous McthoSist divine, took placo 
this afternoon. An impressivo and simple 
burial service was held in tho hall of the 
Wesleyan college at 2:30. The service was 
largely attended by representatives of the 
college, laymen of the city and the whole 
Dominion. Upon the platform sat Dean 
Carmichael, representing the Anglican 
ohurch, and all the clergymen from overy 
denomination in the city, together with 
many of the leading lights from the pro- 
vince of Ontario und this province. There 
were also upon tho platform Sir 
William Dawson, Sir Donald Smith, 
Dr. Robins, Messra. Holland, T. Sen- 
ior, F. Findlay und muny moro. The 
service wub conducted by Kev. Dr. Car- 
man, general superintendent, Rev. John 
Potts, DI) , Rev. Dr. Jackson* president of 
tho Montreal Conference; Rev. Dr. Hunter 
anel Rev. W. Hull. The pallbearers were : 
Rev. Dr. Shaw, Rev, Dr. Williams, Rev. 
Canon Honderson, Rev. D, II Mac Vicar, L.L. 
1) , of tho Presbyterian college; Mesars. J, 
Torrence, S. Findlay, J. Ferrier and B. 
Clurkson. After tho funeral services the 
procession left the collego by Milton street 
for Mount Royal cemetery in tho following 
order : Ciergy, hearse and pallbearers, chief 
mourners and relatives, faculty, governors, 
eonate and students of the Wesleyan theolo- 
gical and other colleges. 

Followed by u lurgo number of hia jour- 
nalistic confrerca und frienda, tho remains 
of tho lato John Livingston (formerly editor 
of the Herald) wore conaigned to their last 
resting- place on the slopes of Mount Royal 
this afternoon. 

Coroner McMahon held an inquest at ten 
thia morning on tho body of Charles Scott, 
who committed suicide by cutting his throat 
with a ruzor last night at his futher'a house, 
Napoleon road, Ste. Cunegoude. The jury 
returned a verdict of "suicide while labor- 
ing under temporary insanity."

AT VAILLANT'S GRAVE. 

The Demonstration Discussed In the Chamber 
of Deputies- Attltnde of the Govern- 
ment Explained. 

Paris, Fob. K!.— In tho Chamber of 
Deputies to-day, M. Auguato Bouge, Radi- 
cal Repulican, questioned the government 
respecting tho manifestations at tho grave, 
of executed bomb-thrower, Vuillant. He 
made particular reference to the fact that 
tho sympathizers of the dead anarchist had 
unfurled a red Hag at the grave. What 
ia the government, ho Baid, doing to protect 
society': Continuing, he said that the 
threata of the anarchists would bo followed 
by their final fulfillment. M. Clovia-Hughea, 
Socialist, frequently interrupted the speaker, 
but M. Bogue paid little attention to him, 
Amid tremendous applause he declared that 
tho timo had como to take action 
to suppress revolutionary maifestations, 
no matter who made them. M. Raynat, 
minister of tho interior, replied that the 
visits to Vaillant'd grave had only assumed 
a seditious character on Sunday. He had 
immediately taken measures to prevent a 
recurrence of the manifestation. In the 
present struggle with the enemies of society 
tho Government would defend the law- 
abiding people, nr.d would prevent all 
the sensitiveness which, he admitted, 
perhaps prevailed in the ministry. This 
statement was greeted with deafening ap- 
plause. M. Jules Coutant, a socialist mem- 
ber, who took part iu Sunday's demonstra- 
tion, in the cemetery in which Vaillaut 
ia buried, demanded that he be 
allowed to make a personal explana- 
tion. He declared that he meroly went 
to the cemetery in recognition of the anni- 
versary of tho death of a Socialist named 
Archi. It wus false that ho had gone to 
Vaillant'a grave. Ho admitted that the red 
flag hud been unfurled. M. Contant re- 
pudiated tho charge that Socialism was in 
auy way connected with Anarchism. 

STORM SWEPT. 

(Jrcut Destruction In Germany and Austria 
— Immense Tracts of Land 
Inundated. 

BERLIN, Feb. 13.— During yesterday's 
storm at Luckenwalde, Brandenburg, a 
factory chimney waa blown down, ton 
workmen being killed and many injured. 
Tho storm was tho most violent experiencetl 
in many years. Dozens of trees wero 
uprooted iu tho Thirgarten in thia city. At 
ICoenigshurg, Ivi3t Prussia, the Pogela river 
is higher than it has been before in twenty 
years. Travel on all the bridges has been 
stooped. Four persons have been drowned. 

Viknna, Feb. 13.— Several villages and 
immense tracts of land in Transylvania aro 
inundated.

LOTTERY FRAUDS. 

The U. S. Post Otllce Authorities Take Steps to 
Put Them Down. 

WASHINGTON! Feb. 13 — As a result of 
tho report received at the Post Office 
Department to-day from Inspector Dyke, 
who was instructed by tho Department to 
investigate the legality of the Honduras 
Lottery Company in its relations with 
tho postal service, the Postmaater-General 
this afternoon issued what are known aa 
" Fraud " orders against Paul Conrad, of 
the National Honduras Lottery Co , Graham 
Printery and L. Graham <fc Sous. The orderB 
were sent to tho postmasters at Port Tapa 
City, Tarnpabay, to Tampa, Fla ; Mobile, 
Ala., New Orleans, La., Galveston, Tex., 
Loredo, El Paso, Tex., and Sun Francisco, 
prohibiting the delivery to tho lottery com- 
pany, to Conrad and tho othcrH mentioned, 
all registered, matter for tho payment, to 
them of ony orders, tho registered matter 
to he returneel to tho senders marked 
"Fraudulent" on tho envelope. Orders 
have also been issued to the pmuinistera of 
New York, New Orleans and Sun Francisco 
to refuse to certify money orders payable to 
tho parties counected with the lottery in 
Honduras or elsewhere outside ot the 
United States. The inspector for the dis- 
trict will be instructed to take the 
matter be-fore the Uniteel Statea court and 
the District Attorney, in order to have the 
parties prosecuted for violating the lottery 
law, and the department will also tako steps 
to prosecute them. 

• ADMIRAL OA GAMA. 

It is Said That the Nature of Ills Wounds 
are Likely to Prove Fatal. 

Montevideo, Feb. IS. — It 'u reported 
from Rio Janeiro that Admiral da Guma is 
iu a critical condition from tho bullet 
wounds received in tho battle of Armacaio 
on Friduy. It was at lirst suDposed that 
the wounds were insignificant, but now it 
ia said that he may die. 



Hunted Armenians. 

London, Feb. 13. — A diapUch from 
Vienna eays th«t 125 Armenians were killed 
and 340 wounded during the recent riots at 
Vusegat, Turkey.
